Stronger Than Oak. 


Foot bridges in Morocco that are used 


for heavy traffic have been the subject 
of much concern to the engineer*. Elm 
planks on oak stringpieoes were the ma- 
terials employed, but these wore out so 
rapidly that a return to the old style of 
building was proposed. This consisted 
of cables made from the fiber at the 
aloe. These cables are plaited and twist- 
ed from fiber and are nearly two inches 
thick and 9*4 inches wide. They are 
saturated with tar aad firmly nailed to 
o«k planking. The ends are fastened by 
Iron straps. These cables make most ad- 
mirable footpath* They are sufficiently 
elastic to be pleasant under the feet, 
and experience haa demonstrated that 
they are far more durable than any ma- 
terial heretofore applied for this pur-

TBE 
ISSUK OF 
THE 
CAMPAIGN. 


The restoration of silver la the great 


issue of this campaign, which ia pre- 
liminary to the decisive battle which is 
to be fought in 1900. Discussing this 
issne the Denver News makes the fol- 
lowing statement, which every farmer, 
working man and business man in the 
State of Nevada should read and con- 
eider, aa it applies to this State as well 
as to Colorado: 


" On the eve of an important political 


campaign it is a good thing for the 
voters of Colorado to pat aside partisan 
clamor and the claims of personal am- 
bltioua and consider what course is 
beat for themselves, their State and the 
nation. 


"The News makes the flatfooted dec- 


laration that the man who supports the 
administration Bepnblican party, di- 
reotly or indirectly, is, whether be 
knows it or not, striking a blow at him- 
self and iiis interests and the interests 
of his friends and neighbors. He is 
committing a wrong against the State 
and its people greater than oould be 
committed in any other way. He is 
standing in the way of the moat extra' 
ordinary prosperity that ever came to 
any State or any people. 


" Colorado can prosper as well nnder 


the single gold standard as most other 
portions of the country. It ia the 
largest producer of gold. When silver 
was stricken down it saved itaelf by 
turning to the development of its gold 
mines. It shares with all the country 
the evils of the single standard of 
money, of the contraction and fall of 
prices which have placed a burden 
upon all producers and all forms of 
active business. It suffers in addition 
from the closing of many silver mines 
and the restriction of production in 
many others; from the cessation of 
prospecting for and opening of new 
silver mines. 
Against this it has 


placed the development of gold mines 
and the industries connected with gold 
mining. But while we may congratu- 
late ouraelvea upon having turned the 
stroke of misfortune BO well, what 
thinking man or woman is there who 
does not know that 1 he restoration of 
silver to free coinage would bring to 
this State 
busmosa prosperity un- 


paralleled anywhere? There are dozens 
of towns and mining camps in Colorado 
which depend upon silver mining, and 
which are in a state of decay. We have 
created new towns and camps depend- 
ent upon gold mining. Those will re- 
main to bless us under free coinage, 
but we shall also have the great silver 
industry which built up the State and 
which may be snid to have been the 
foundation of all business for more 
than fifteen years, 


"The whole world suffers for a res- 


toration of bimetallism, and Colorado 
necessarily suffers with it. But it is 
idle to deny that Colorado has nu im- 
mense and direct selfish interest in 
free coinage. If we can get »t, business 
in this Stats will give a tremendous 
bound, the price of all property will 
advance with a leap, and tens of thon 
sands of additional men will find em- 
ployment. We shall still have onr gold 
mines, we shall ahare with the rest of 
the country in the benefits of the 
doable standard, and we shall have the 
positive and immediate benefit of a re- 
vival of silver mining. 


"Think of the influx of workers, the 


turn of indastry, the output of mill- 
ions at Leadville, at Aspen, at Creede, 
in the towns and ciMes of the San Juan 
district, in all of the mountains wheie 
Nature has laid op her stores of prec- 
ious metals. Free coinage meaus an 
addition of $20,000,000 a year to the 
mineral output of Colorado. It means 
at least 10,000 more men at work in the 
mines. It means railways overcrowded 
with traffic. It means flourishing mer- 
cantile business, the establishment of 
new houses and the enlargement of old 
ones. It means aa enlarged market for 
the pro 1 act of every farm and orchard 
and stock ranch. It means a sharp de- 
mand for real estate in city and coun- 
try. It means an influx of new popu- 
lation. 
It means factory chimneys 


belching out smoke in the oQort to 


upon thousands of well meaning men, 
who feared it because they did not un- 
derstand it. They have had opportun- 
ity to study and everywhere there aro 
indications that they bare improved 
the opportunity. Grtmt peaceful revo- 
lutions by the people do not go back- 
ward, and the revolt which made its 
first attack on the stronghold of the 
money power in 1896 will sweep up 
again with irresistible force in 1900. 


"Free coinage is going to win, unless 


its enemies can find many traitors to 
help them. They should find none lit 
Colorado. The party which is opposed 
to free coinage should not be able to 
muster enough partisans in this State 
to fill its tickets. No matter under 
what sophistries it may disguise its in- 
tentions, it ia standing in the way of a 
political change which would benefit 
Colorado to the extent of more than 
$100,000,000 a year. It has cost Colo- 
rado more than $50(1,000,000 in the past 
five years. If successful it will cost 
Colorado more than $500,000,000 in the 
next five years; more than $1,000,000,- 
000 in the next ten years. It is an 
enemy to the State and the State should 
crush it. The men who have been 
struck down by the policy of contrac- 
tion, the men who are struggling under 
burdens of debt contracted in former 
years, the men who are wondering why 
their property no longer brings the 
price ib would bring years ago, the men 
who find the market for their labor re- 
stricted and the price of their products 
lowered—all of those have the finan- 
cial policy of the Republican party to 
blame. And while this is true every- 
where, it is doubly true in Colorado. 


"Colorado knows its moat deadly 


enemy. Let it strike and strike home. 
We are fighting for the right of the 
masses to enjoy peace, happiness and 
prosperity. We are fighting for civili- 
zation. And a fight of that kind is not 
won by throwing roses."

The National Vanity Border* on th* Ab- 


surdly GrotMqnc, and Playing tbo O«n- 
tleinan HM Been Called "the Kndcmto 
DUeace of Spain." 
It is related that a young guard, hav- 


ing neglected to pay the nsnal salute to 
a Spanish duke at the court of Madrid, 
excused himself by saying that he did 
not know the offended nobleman's rank. 


"My friend," replied hia grace, "the 


safe rale is to assume that everybody in 
the palace who looks like a monkey is a 
grandee of the first class.'' 


The truth is the Spanish are a thor- 


oughly mongrel race, and their conceit 
of themselves amazes us. Their country 
has probably been oftener overrun and 
conquered than any other territory of 
equal extent in Europe. 
Phoenician, 


Carthaginian, Boman, Vandal, Visigoth 
and Moor have all successfully made it 
their stamping ground, and the effect 
of all this upon the pure Oastilian 
blood, whatever that may be, is indeli- 
bly stamped on every really Spanish 
face. 


But playing the gentleman has been 


called "the endemic disease of Spain," 
and the national vanity is something 
grotesque. One of their historians seri 
ously advanced tho theory that the first 
inhabitants of the country "arrived 
by air," so impressed was he by their 
Superhuman qualities that nothing short 
of a descent from the sky could account 
for them. A subsequent historian, how- 
ever, after a long and grave discussion 
of the question, finally announced his 
opinion that "they more probably came 
by land." 


After this we need not be astonished 


that the Spanish claim to possess the 
oldest families in Europe. The surpris- 
ing circumstance is that the claim is 
not wholly without foundation. Their 
family names can in some cases be trac- 
ed back to an incredibly remote period, 
though it must not be assumed that the 
original blood persists in any purity. 


Probably the most ancient family in 


Spam is the house of Pacheoo, whose 
estates are not far from Oarteia, now 
called Cartaya, in Andalusia. Plutarch 
tells us that when Crassns fled from 
Italy he concealed himself for eight 
months at Ximena, near Carteia, in 
caves belonging to a Spanish gentleman 
named Paciccus. Cicero also mentions 
this generous Spaniard, and there can 
be no doubt that he was one of the an- 
cestors of the Pacheco family, whose 
name is obviously derived from his and 
who still own the caves. This carried 
them back about 3,000 years, to a period 
antedating the Christian era, but it is 
possible to trace the line much further. 
The name is clearly of Phoenician origin, 
being ultimately derived from "patai- 
coi," the word by which the Tyrians 
designated the carved figurehead of 
their galleys. 


The identification is made more com- 


plete by the fact that the Phoenicians 
were the founders of Carteia, as of Cad 
iz in the same province. That adds 
another 1,000 years or so to the Pacheco 
pedigree. Think of it—a landed estate 
remaining in the 
possession of the 


same family for 8,000 years! This is 
doubtless the most wonderful family 
tree in the world and unusually well 
authenticated. Tho Pachecos may well 
be pardoned for talcing pride in it, 
though it roots in rather unsavory soil 
at last, for the great original Pacheco 
was evidently a Tyrian freebooter. 


Names that trace back to the Cartha- 


ginian occupation in the time of Han- 
nibal are also found, and the title of 
Hannibal's own clan, Barca, is perpet- 
uated by the>Barcias and Garcias, well 
known families of Andalusia. There 
are also several names of Boman ante- 
cedents, as Ponce and Cane, in Latin 
Pontius and Canius. A Spanish gentle- 
man bearing the latter name was a per- 
sonal friend of the poet Martial, all ef 
which seems to bring antiquity very 
near—in Spain. The fact of the matter 
is she has never emerged from antiquity. 


The Spanish, however, are inclined 


to look back to the Goths as "the purest 
fountain of nobility." This certainly 
soems a- strange perversion of sentiment, 
for of all the barbarians that came down 
from the north to lay waste Boman civ 
ilization with fire and sword the Goths, 
with their cousins, the Vandals, were 
the most irredeemably villainous. 


And these Goths were 110 extraordi- 


nary heroes either, even in war. With 
supine and braggart incompetency they 
lost to the Moors in the eight months' 
campaign a supremacy which it cost 
eight centuries of conflict to regain. 
Tot" Gothic of Spain " is the pet phrase. 


To a rank outsider it would seem that 


the Basque families have the most hon- 
orable lineage, and their pedigrees run 
back to time immemorial, though not 
easily traceable. Tho Basques represent 
the original population of the Spanish 
peninsula. Their seat is the mountains 
of the northern district, and in many 
ways remind us of the Welsh. They 
bave the same simplicity of life, and 
the tiaine really justifiable pride of birth, 
for th°ir blood is the purest in Spain, if 
that counts fot anything. 
Like the 


Welsh also, they have to a considerable 
extent maintained their ancient lan- 
guage, one of tho strangest which sur- 
vive npon the earth, bearing no resem- 
blimoo to any other m Europe. 


These Basque families, for the most 


part, bear names which appear to be 
geographical ill their origin, as Ugarte, 
meaning "between waters;" Zubia, 
"the bridge;"Ibfirra, "the valley"—a 
style which reminds us of our American 
Indians, although it is found more or 
less all over tho world. 
The termina- 


tion "oz," so common in Spanish 
names, io Basque, and signifies "son," 
as Perez, son of Peter, exactly like our 
own Peterson.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

The missionaries added a thirteenth, t, 
i>ut the natives won't have it, and con- 
tinue to pronounce, for instance, the 
name of the toot from which poi i» 
made "kara," although the miaaion- 
wies have it "tara.' Every vowel in a 
Word is distinctly sounded, except that 
the vowels "ai" are sounded "i," as In 
English. Waikiki, the beach in Hono- 
lulu, is properly pronounced "Vi- 
keekee.'' There is a great difference in 
the speech of the high and low caste 
natives. The first call their island 
group "Ha-va-ee-ee," and the latter be- 
gin it all right with "Ha," but con- 
clude with a guttural grunt, and the 
word heard most, "Aloha," sounds soft 
and beautiful on the lips of the first, 
but is a lazy, good natured grunt as the 
Latter speak it. 


Aloha ia in their limited vocabulary 


at once a greeting and farewell, a form- 
al expression of regard and of deep 
Love. In the latter case it is increased 


warmth and depth of meaning by 


modifying adjectives annexed instead 
of prefixed, as "Aloha nui," "Aloha 
nui loa," or even "Aloha nui loa keal" 
—and then it is time to speak to papa. 
—New York Herald.
